AT a meeting of medical teachers and practitioners, 
held at the Hall of the College of Physicians, of Phil- 
adelphia, May 8h, 1882, Prof. 8. D. Gross was called to 
the chair, and Prof. J. G. RicHarpson was appointed. 
Secretary. 

The educatioy of colored physicians for the benefit 
of their race in jthe South, being the special subject of 
consideration, * information being fully given of the 
existing opportunities for such medical education, the 
following conclpsions were, after discussion, agreed 
upon :— | 


1. That experience has shown the inexpediency of in- 
creasing the number of medical colleges in this country. 
More advantage must result from the benevolence of 
philanthropists being concentrated upon one central in- 
stitution, than from its being divided amongst many, no 
one of which can acquire mitch strength. 


2. That Nashville, Tennessee, is especially well situated 
for such a centre of medical instruction for colored stu- 
dents; and that the Meharry Medical Department of the 
Central College of Tennessee, having already existed for 
seven years, and possessing buildings worth $20,000, as 
well as a corps of efficient professors, and a judicious and 
extended curriculum, is cordially recommended to the 


profession and to the public for encouragement and 


liberal support. 


8. That much good may be anticipated from the crea- 
tion of a Board of Trusts to superintend and foster the 
medical education of colored students, by obtaining and 
employing funds to aid the most promising establishment 
for this purpose in the South, and by defraying the ex- 
penses of advanced instruction for superior students of 
African descent in Northern or European schools ; also, 
by promoting the thorough training of colored physicians 
for service as missionaries and explorers in Africa. 

Influenced by these facts and considerations, we heart- 
ily commend the above proposed plan of administration 
to the medical profession, and to all other persons 
interested in the future prosperity of the colored race, 
believing that, as physicians of that race are now greatly 
needed, it will be highly advantageous for all concerned 
that such medical practitioners shall have the best pos- 
sible opportunities of preparation for their work:

The designated schools 
are: Knoxville College, Knoxville; Freedman’s Normal Institute, Mary- 
ville; Fisk University, Nashville; Roger Williams University, Nashville; 
Central Tennessee College, Nashville ; LeMoyne Institute, Memphis; Mor- 
ristown Normal [nstitute, Morristown; Lane Institute, Jackson; and Athens 
Academy, Athens. amulets 

The State Board of Education has designated the above colleges and pro- 
vided that the scholarship student may, upon presentation of this certifi- 
cate, atterid that Institution preferred, and will be allowed credit only for 
time of actual attendance at the rate of six dollars and twenty-five cents 
per month, this having been agreed upon by those having in charge the 
Institutions named, The applicant for a scholarsihp under the State appro- 
priation must be at least sixteen years of age, of good health, excellent 
habits, and moral character. Before entering the college the student is 
required to declare his intention to make teaching a profession and agree 
to teach at least two years in the public schools of Tennessee after attend- 
ing any one of the above schools. No person who has heretofore received 
full benefits of a scholarship appointment is eligible to re-appointment by 
a Senator for either a full or unexpired term.

The objectof this Society shall be to send the Gospel to’ those portions of our own or other countries that are 
destitute of it, or which present open and urgent fields of effort. 

aut Ill. Any person of evangelical sentiments,* who professes faith in the Lord Jesus Christ, who is not a slaveholder 
or in the practice of other immoralities, and who contributes to the funds, may become a member of the Society, and by the 
payment of thirty dollars, a life-member; provided that children and youth, who have not professed their faith, my be 
constituted life-members without the privilege of voting. 

Aut. 1V.This Society chal] meet annually, in the month of September, October or November, for the election of officers, 
and the transaction of other business at such time and place as shall be designated by the Executive Committee.

THE FISK SCHOOL. 


> SHO @ —— 


In January, 1866, the Fisk School was 
established by the American Missionary 
Association and the Western Freed- 
men’s Aid Commission, for the educa- 
tion of the colored children of Nash- 
ville and vicinity, and during the va- 
rious sessions thus far there has been 
an average mouthly attendance of 
about eighthundred. During this time 
the city authorities had no schools es- 
tablished for colored children, and the 
Fisk School was conducted as one of 
the great public schools of Nashville. 
as such it has been remarkably suc- 
cessful. 

We have learned with pleasure, 
through the published reports of the ac- 
tion of the School Board of the city, 
that two large free schools tor colored 
children are to be opened in September, 
and that experienced Superintendents 
have already been appointed. We 
gladly welcome this action, and cheer- 
fully modify the organization of our 
work to suit the new order of things. 

The Fisk School will accordingly be 
opened in September as an Academy and 
Normal School. 

A systematic and thorough course of 
study will be established, and the or- 
ganization and discipline will be mod- 
eled after the best institutions of a sim- 
ilar character in the North. 

Professor John Ogden will continue 


in charge as Principal, and will be as- 
sisted by a corps of accomplished teach- 
ers. 

Possessing extensive buildings, well 
furnished school .rooms, and beautiful 
grounds, and having secured the servi- 
ces of the same teachers that have made 
it thus far such a wonderful success, we 
confidently expect to make this institu- 
tion meet fully the wants of all who 
are seeking higher and better advan- 
tages than public schoolscan give. The 
academic department will be so arranged 
as to be preparatory for the normal or 
training school department, and_thus 
especial attention will be given to the 
work of preparation for teaching. 

We offer the advantages of this school 
to those from all parts of the State, as 
well as those in Nashville, who are seek- 
ing the advantages of a thorough ed- 
ucation. 

The School year will be divided into 
three terms and the tuition will be 
three dollars a term, or one dollar per 
month, payable in advance. 

Those who wish to enter the school 
next September can give in their names 
at the office in the school buildings. 

We expect to furnish the best facili- 
ties for those who attend, and shall limit 
the number of pupils received if neces- 
sary.

XV.—Against Lying. 
H, ’tis a lovely thing for youth 
To walk betimes in wlndoen’s way, 
To fear a lie, to speak the truth, 
That we may trust to all they say. 
2 But liars we can never trust, 
Though they should speak the thing that's 
And he that does one fault at first, [true 
And lies to hide it, makes it two. 
8 Have we not known, nor heard, nor read, 
How God abhors deceit and wrong? 
Huw Ananias was struck dead, 
Caught with a lie upon his tongue ? 
4 So did his wife Sapphira die, 
When she came in, and grew so bold

6 Then let me always watch my lips, 
Lest I be struck to death and hell;

XVL.—Against Quarrelling and Fighting. 
ET dogs delight to bark and bite, 
For God hath made them so; 
Let bears and lions grow] and fight, 
For ’tis their nature too. 
2 But children, you should never let 
Such angry passions rise ; 
Your little hands were never made 
To tear each other’s eyes. 
8 Let love through all your actions run, 
And all your words be mild ; 
Live like the blessed virgin’s Son, 
That sweet and lovely Child. 
4 His soul was gentle as a lamb ; 
And, as his stature grew, _ 
He grew in favour both with man, 
And God his Father too.

XVII.—Love between Brothers and Sisters.
